ROWELL TELLS 
ABOUT REBIRTH 
OF CALIFORNIA 

Greatest of nil the events which have 
taken place in California in the past 
four years has been the regaining of 

• lie political self-respect of the people 
of California. So said Chester H. 
Rowell, editor of the Fresno Republi¬ 
can, last evening at the Woman's club¬ 
house, and it was evident that his au¬ 
dience agreed with him. Mr. Rowell 
•lad sketched the course of pollticul 
thought and action during that period 
ami told of some of the things which 

• lie people had accomplished under the 
leadership of Governor Johnson and 
which have astonished the world by 

• lie completeness of the revolution 
wrought. Rut his conclusion was that 
llic most important change had been 
in the people themselves. 

Mr. Rowel) spoke under the auspices 
of the Woman’s Club and was intro¬ 
duced by Judge E. W. Camp who as¬ 
signed him to ilrst rank among those 
whose leadership lias brought about 
great changes of recent years. 

Mr. Rowell's speech was not polit¬ 
ical in that It was not devoted to the 
promotion of tile interests of any party 
or candidate. His own candidacy for the 
t'nited States senate was not men¬ 
tioned. He spoke without particular 
preparation on "Events of the past four 
years in California.” And since the 
greatest events of that period had been 
in tlic Held of politics any address on 
tile subject named would necessarily 
deal with politics. His close familiar¬ 
ity with those events as u participant 
or Ilrst hand observer had given him 
all tlic preparation that was necessary 
for an interesting and convincing ad- 
d ress. 

Upsetting Precedent 

Mr. Rowell illustrated the magnitude 
of tlic change tliut hud taken place by 
telling of reading a book written in 
lull and then regarded as extremely 
advanced in its stund on politics unil 
economics. Rut as he read it a few 
days ago it was so far behind what 
lias actually been achieved In Cali¬ 
fornia that it gave him the curious 
feeling that it laid been written in an¬ 
other age. He told with graphic Illus¬ 
trations of tile California legislature 
of 1907 as one of the products of rail¬ 
road and corporation rule in politics, 
and then of the campaign of 1910 and 
the redemption. 

When Governor Johnson made the 
1910 campangn upon a single issue no¬ 
body thought his promises very re¬ 
markable because they had always had 
promises from candidates ami plat¬ 
forms and hud grown to believe them 
all buncombe because politics was a 
bunk game anyway, liut when Gov¬ 
ernor Johnson was elected and pro¬ 
ceeded to fulfill the promises which he 
and his party had made the world be¬ 
gan to take notice. Within two weeks 
after the convening of the legislature 
Hie best railroad regulation law the 
country had ever seen was passed, and 
other laws followed In quick succes¬ 
sion. for which other states had been 
struggling many years. The Ilrst de¬ 
cision of the new railroad commission 
effected a saving of $750,000 annually 
to tile people of California, which is 
sufficient to pay the costs of all the 
commissions which have been created 
by the Johnson administration. Rut 
people who howl about expensive 
"commissions" ns an evil simply show 
their Ignorance of the good these com¬ 
missions are accomplishing for the 
people, seemingly unable to get away 
from the old conception of commis¬ 
sions as they were maintained under 
railroad domination. 

Freak Legislation 

Our constitution Is 100 times worse 
than the next to the worst state con¬ 
stitution In America, said Mr. Rowell. 

It is so bad.that everything is uncon¬ 
stitutional and whenever it is desired 
to put any fundamental new legislu- j 
tlon on the books it is necessary to 
amend the constitution. Consequently 
most of the important measures tiro- 
posed during the past four years have 
hud to go back to the people for rati- ( 
tlcutlon. So the people have had two 
chances to approve or disapprove—In 
the Indorsement of tlie party plat¬ 
forms and candidates who promise It 
and ill passing on the measures dl- 1 
rectly. So when the charge of "freak" 
is laid against the Johnson adminis¬ 
tration It is a charge against the peo¬ 
ple of California. 

Net resultH achieved in California 
during the four year period have been 
the wresting of politics from corpora¬ 
tion control, reformation of the state's i 
method of doing gnslness and the elim¬ 
ination of graft and inefficiency, and 
long steps toward bettering fundamen- . i 
tal economic conditions. Rut greatest ’ i 
of all has been the regeneration of the : 
people of California, said Mr. Rowell. 
They can now hold up their heads and 
look the world In the face. They hnve 1 
come to realize that what were former- i 
ly regarded ns purely idealistic condl- : 
Rons can lie actually accomplished, 1 
They realize that men can lie active 1 
in politics for unselfish motives. And 
while there may be occasional delays 1 
there will never tie n halt or reversal I 
in the political progress of the state. ! 
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TO WORK FOR BOARD 

Ninety days of work for his hoard 
and lodging in Sheriff Hammers hos¬ 
telry was the sentence given by Re¬ 
corder Perry to n chap who gave the 
name of Jack Snyder and was adjudged 
guilty of stealing. Even at that he will 
have belter fare and shelter than he 
had for the past month around Sierra 
Madre. Most of that time he had been 
camping out under trees or some 
makeshift shelter in the Santa Anita 
wash, pilfering milk bottles in the 
small hours of the night and leading 
an otherwise precarious existence. 
Deputy Marshal Cox heard of his camp 
in tlic arroyo and paid him it call, 
when lie decided to take him into cus¬ 
tody. Snyder had in his possession a 
blue serge suit and several pairs of 
silk stockings which had disappeared 
from tile clothesline of Krnerich's 
cleaning stablishment. The stockings 
had been converted into socks by the 
simple expedient of severing the tops, 
which were found nearby. Several milk 
bottles scattered about solved the mys¬ 
tery of the disappearance of milk from 
several houses in the east part of town 
after it had been left by the milk man 
early in the morning. After consider¬ 
ing the evidence Judge Perry decided 
if the fellow would not earn his living 
voluntarily he ought to take n lesson 
on the rock pile. Snyder’s peculiar 
facial appearance and manner gave the 
impression of deficient mentality 
though he was keen enough to be above 
the ordinary classification of insanity 
A young fellow named Richards who 
has been living in Carter's Camp for 
some time was taken into custody on j 
Monday and confessed to having robbed \ 
the Douglass and Rinford refreshment 
stands and the Wetherell cottage In ! 
the canyon. Recause in* was a minor 
he was taken to the detention home in 
Dos Angeles. He denied having been in 
custody before l>ut a few minutes later 
was found to have been arrested for 
stealing a bicycle and placed on pro- i 
bntion, Ids year having expired but a 
little while ago. He is now in the de¬ 
tention home awaiting trial.

Board of Trustees Organizes How to Make Best Use of Re-

DR. THORNE A CANDIDATE 

Pasadena Star.—A group of citizens 
of laimunda Park met last night tit the 
residence of J. F. Jourdnn and were 
unanimous in deciding that they 
wished Dr. E. X Thorne to run for the 
office of supervisor for tills district. 
Accordingly l>r. Thorne was sent for 
and asked if he would become a candi¬ 
date. He consented. Reports from El 
Monte, Monrovia, Duarte, San Gabriel 
and other places, ail favorable to Dr. 
Thorne, were presented. An organiza¬ 
tion to advance ids candidacy will be 
formed at once. Dr. Thorne stands on 
a platform summarized os follows: 

Royalty to the county charter: the 
short ballot; civil service; non-par¬ 
tisanship in county work; careful and 
efficient planning for tlie interests of 
the San Gabriel Valley as a whole; 
every local community to be encour¬ 
aged in its development and improve¬ 
ment; uniformity of laws and unifica¬ 
tion of interests throughout the val¬ 
ley; cordial democratic spirit in deal¬ 
ing with community and county needs 

Dr. Thorne was for four years pres¬ 
ident of the Ijimanda Park Improve¬ 
ment association and was on the ex- 
exeeutlve committee of the Intercity 
commission. 

HEARING ON SALE 

Railroad Commissioner Hdgerton 
held a hearing on Wednesday In the 
matter of the petition of the Sierra 
Madre Water Company to sell and the 
city of Sierra Madre to buy the com¬ 
pany's water system. An accountant 
for the commission hud gone over the 
hooks of the company and of the city, 
securing Information regarding the af¬ 
fairs of both relative to the transfer 
The hearing was brief and most of the 
testimony was given by Senator Hewitt 
who told of tlic city's bond Issues and 
the purchase of the Baldwin water 
rights with the purpose in view of 
placing tlic entire local supply and dis¬ 
tribution system under municipal con¬ 
trol. Commissioner Hdgerton promised 
to bring tile case before the commis¬ 
sion at once. Approval of three com¬ 
missioners is required for a decision.

In the combined roles of counsel, 

, witnesses, rooters, and innocent by¬ 
standers, Messrs. F. D. R. Moote and C. 
c. Montgomery presented the case of 
the Sierra .Vladre Board of Trade be¬ 
fore the state railroad commission on 
, Monday. The commission was repre¬ 
sented by Commissioner Edgerton. The 
railway company was represented by 
Attorney Frank Carr, General Manager 
i McMillen, Traffic Manager Pontius, 
Engineer Lansdale, and others. 

Net results of tile hearing will be 
the erection of a better type of station 
at the end of the line than had been 
planned by the company as soon as the 
| altered plans are approved by the com¬ 
mission, the adjusting of operating 
schedule of the evening cars so that 
all delays will be avoided, and the pos¬ 
sible elimination of the Fletcher Ave- 
\ nue stops. Commissioner Edgerton was 
j in doubt as to the powers of the com- 
i mission to control that stop because 
i of the company’s franchise in South 
Pasadena antedating the commission 
• as at present constituted. 

Their Own Witnesses 

Messrs. Moote and Montgomery had 
witnesses which should have delight¬ 
ed their hearts as atorneys. Not a 
solitary person from Sierra Madre ap¬ 
peared at the hearing, so they had to 
j act as their own witnesses. Both be- 
j ing commuters, they were able to give 
tstimony on all the points involved 
In addition the evidence collected by 
various persons on the evening cars 
during the past fortnight had ben col¬ 
lected and tabulated. 

These reports showed the average 
number of passengers standing on the 
5:19 car before reaching Fletcher ave¬ 
nue was sixteen, and eleven persons 
on an average alighted at that point. 
The average number standing on tile 
6:05 car was ten, with twenty getting 
off at Fletcher avenue. Not one car in 
five of the El Molino local cars passed 
was filled, and it was frequently noted 
that there would be a score standing 
on the Sierra Madre car when the El 
.Molino cars passed hy it would have 
only half a load. 

The railway officials admitted that 
tin- South Pasadena and Alhambra 
people would not use the El Molino 
local cars provided especially for their 
use because of their slowness, and 
that several of the local cars had been 
dropped from the schedule for lack of 
patronage.

On the other hand, the 
South Pasadena people have filed a 
case before the commission asking that 
all cars be compelled to stop at Dos 
! Robles. This demand will involve the 
: same point and if granted will make 
j conditions worse instead of better. 
South Pasadena recently voted, how¬ 
ever. to place control of the utilities 
in the hands of the commission, which 
may alter matters further. 

Impossibility of securing a double 
track at present was brought out at 
| the hearing. Carefully checked esti- 
j mates placed the cost of double track¬ 
ing from El Molino at more than $85,- 
000. The company claimed the operat¬ 
ing cost to l>e 21c per ’raffle mile, 
which is boosted hy Interest and taxes 
to nearly 30 cents. The income from 
the Sierra Madre line was shown to he 
a fraction less than 31c per traffic 
mile, leaving practically no margin for 
I extensions. 

Railway officials said they had ab¬ 
solutely no money for extensions, a 
new line to South Pasadena having 
been halted for that reason, ns well as 
many other extensions which are urg¬ 
ently needed. They were very positive 
in their assurance that the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre line would he completely double 
; tracked whenever the traffic would 
warrant the expense. But they said 
, they could carry twice as many pas¬ 
sengers as at present without delay 
through tile cars interfering with each 
other on the single track portion of 
| the line. 

Total earnings of the Sierra Madre 
line were shown to be $79,965 in a 
year. Of this amount only $S00 could 
I be assigned to the Fletcher avenue 
traffic 

Informal conversation among the 
various attorneys and railroad officials 
showed that auto competition in the 
carrying of passengers is felt by the 
electric lines. And how to estimate the 
future effect of this traffic is puzzling 
both the railways and the commis¬ 
sioners 

Remarkable as it may seem, it was 
shown that during a period when the 
population of Long Beach had in¬ 
creased 150 per cent the passenger 
traffic over the I’aeitic Electric be¬ 
tween that citv and iais Angeles had 
shown no increase whatever. This was 
itributed chiefly to the increase in 
private autos. Now that passenger car¬ 
rying autos have entered the commer¬ 
cial flehl In Ijing Reach and Pasadena 
further interesting developments are 
; awaited.

HOW TO RENOVATE

How to Make the Plaater Houae Look 
at Home. 

There is an exoUc look about many 
stucco and plaster houses built in 
many parts of the world today, and it 
is because the plaster house is really a 
product of the tropics transplanted. 
When It is built in colder climates it 
lacks the environment which it was 
made to fit and therefore lacks some¬ 
thing essential. 

Take a plaster cottage on the bleak 
New England sea coast or a stucco 
cabin In a western desert or a plaster 
and stucco house in any of a hundred 
suburbs In temperate climes. They 
do not look ns If they belonged where 
they are. And this is the reason: 

They look bare. 

In their native home, the tropics, 
they are covered with vines and hid¬ 
den with shrubs a few months after 
they are built, and the comfortable 
covering which Mother Nature gives 
them soon cloaks their bareness. They 
immediately become a part of the land¬ 
scape. just as frame houses merge 
with the trees about them. The stucco 
bungalows of California, covered with 
roses and flowering shrubs, look as if 
they had stood where they stand since 
the beginning of civilization. 

So the tiling for the owner of a stuc¬ 
co or plaster house to do Is to plant 
quick growing vines and shrubs about 
it and so acclimatize it. Ilnrdy ever¬ 
greens banked at the corners will help 
make the house look comfortable iu 
the winter.

Winter Car Driving. 

Two important things in preparing 
the car for the road In cold weather 
arc both for the sake of the motor. 
The water In the radiator and cylin¬ 
der Jackets and sometimes the pump is 
in such thin sheets that very often it 
freezes before larger Ixidies of water 
would he affected. When water freezes 
ll expands, and something must give. 
Usually it is the radiator or cylinder 
that Is cracked. The other cold weath¬ 
er [i recall I ion that should not lie neg- 
leeted is to make sure lhat the motor 
will gel plenty of lubricating oil. Oil 
becomes thicker when cold and will 
not feed through the pipes as rapidly 
iis when it is warm.

How to Renovate These Modish Much 
Worn Accessories. 

A fine nnd rather windy day should 
be chosen for the wnshing of feather 
boas, it should be proceeded with In 
the following manner: 

Make a nice warm lather of soapy 
water. Care must be taken to see that 
the soap Is thoroughly dissolved. Into 
this dip the boas. etc., gently squeez¬ 
ing them. The soil will quickly come 
out into the water. Dip them thus 
again Rial again, then get a second lot 
of water nnd repeat the dipping. 
When the water remains clean the 
washing process is finished. Avoid 
rubbing the boas. Let the water do 
the work. 

After the last water the boas should 
be rinsed, and if a pure white color is 
desired dip in a faint blue water. 

The boas must now be shaken well. 
At this stage they will look quite ruin¬ 
ed. but an hour or so's hanging hi the 
air will make them perfect once more. 
The feathers if curly before will be so 
again, nnd if not known It would nev¬ 
er be suspected that they had ever 
been in water. 

Before putting the boas away they 
should be gently shaken before the fire, 1 
and at any time if the boas are ex 
posed to damp this will revive them, j
